llsaster relief operations of tho 
American Red Cross show that an 
vverngo of eighty major catastro- 
phes, menacing life and property, oc- 
;ur each year In tho United Slntea. 


The type oC disaster hazard of 


;reate8t frequency Is the tornado, 
•led Cross records show that those 
langoroua windstorms, originating 
.argclr In tho hills and mountains 
>f tho Middle West, occur most often 
n ttfc spring months, but also may 
wreak havoc In southern states In 
winter months. 


During the past year 25 such 


storms occurred. For tliefl-rsttlme iu 
locailes the frequency of tho tornado 
was equalled by another type oC 
:atastrophe—forest fires. Duo to the 
irought stricken, condition of the 
west, 25 grave forest fires occurred 
ind but for the vigilance of various 
igencles, Including tho forest rang- 
ers, tho Red Cross and tho work 
o£ the Civilian Conservation Corps, 
vast acreage of forests would have 
been denuded by the flames. 


Red Cross records show, however, 


that the two most devastating disas-

Fall Cleanup to 


Destroy Weevils 


Pest, A l r e a d y Hurt by 


Past Season''May Be 


Eliminated Now 


The pasl summer lias been very un- 


favorable to multiplication and sur- 
vival of the boll weevil, according to 
Carroll S. Morrow, assistant county 
agent. 


However, there arc some 
weevils 


that have survived the unfavorable 
weather conditions that will go into 


A new record for frequency oC hur- 


ricanes was established during the 
year when tho Weather Bureau re- 
corded 21 of tlieso tropical cyclones. 
Five reached the United States 
mninlund, striking between August 
4 nnd September 1G, 1033. For tho 
first time iu many years one of these 
tropical disturbances caused devas- 
tation as fnr up the Atlantic Coast 
as Maryland. I» tho latter storm the 
Rod Cross aided 1,564 families, of 
whom 1.069 were Iu the Chesapeake 
Bay region. 


In all, 32 states suffered some type 


of disaster during the year. Tho Red 
Cross aided 110,000 persons in these 
stales and expended f 1,567,04 8 in re- 
lief to them. Of this sum ?G47,300 
was appropriated from the treasury 
of. the national organization. 


Serious floods in Idaho, Washing- 


ton and In Iowa; a malarial epidemic 
in Louisiana; typhoid in Vermont: a 


school bus crash In Florida, which 
killed eleven children; nnd two ex- 
plosions—one of oil tanks'in Rhode 
Island and another of a sawmill 
boiler in Missouri—all required their 
measures of Red Cross assistance. 


An Important task -undertaken by 


tho Disaster Relief Service of the 
Red Cross during Hie year was de- 
velopment of broader preventive 
measures 
against 
catastrophes, 


through holding 28 training, sphoola 
in which were assembled more than 
two thousand persons. They dis 
cussed particular hazards of. the 
areas represented, and plans for 
meeting calls should disaster strike. | 


All of the Red Cross disaster work 


is supported through the annual roll 
call, Held from Armistice Day to 
Thanksgiving. By joining the Red

winter headquarters. It is, therefore, 
important that foil cleanup practices 
be carried out to destroy weevils be- 
fore they go into winter headquart- 
ers, thereby insuring less destruction 
from weevils next spring. 
In fact, 


fall cleanup of tho cotton feild and 
near by hibernating places is the best 
means of controlling weevils. 


It i.i advisable to plow the cotton 


plants under deep in the fall before 
frost to destroy all of the weevils in 
the field. The field can then be plant- 
ed with a cover crop to protect the 
soil from washing and eroding. 


In addition to destroying trash and 


cotton plants in the field, it is ad- 
viseablc to burn out the ditches and 
fence rows, Johnson grass patches, and 
other trash along the woods land that 


might be adjacent to the cotton field, 
as the weevils go into hibernation near 
the cotton field. 
< 


It is best not to locate the cotton 


field near woods land as woods land 
provides good hibernation 
quarters 


for the weevil. 
In the ..spring when 


weevils come out of winter quarters 
they travel only a short distance to 
the cotton where they begin feeding 
and reproducing, thus, destroying a 
large percentage of the crop adjacent 
to the woods land and 
spreading 


throughout the field as days get warm-
